Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the indication of allowable subject matter in this case is the inclusion of: a 
radiator unit for a motorcycle where the radiator unit is mounted to the motorcycle with 
vertically extending rotational shaft on a side of the radiator unit, so that the other side 
of the radiator unit can be swung forward around the rotational shaft, in combination 
with the other elements recited, not found in the prior art of record.
